Joseph's, said her whereabouts would 
be made known to relatives whenever 
they request {t.

The Unemployea association of Ed- 
monton held a meeting on Suniay 


afternoon at 3 p.m in th Ge:

P. san nam, pate, \ Melfard, 
Mogridge and M. Rider spoke brieay 
on general subjects. Writ. Long, sec- 
retary of the associatior, outlined the 
form of organization, and showed 
that the question of unemploymeat, 
being naticnal in character, must be 
handled by the federal government. 

In the case of Edward Dazey, 
whose feet were recently frozen in a 
lumber camp, letters were produced 
by him which repudiated as fuleo the 
etatements that this had happened in 
a box-car. 

A resolution drafted by the Cen- 
tral Council of Unemployed was rend 
@nd unanimously endorsed by ‘he 
audience. It was also endorsed ‘y 
crowded audiences in the Ukranian 
labor temple and the labor church. 
The resolution showed that during the 
fall and winter of 1913-14 pittances 
doled out to unemployed were .1- 
sufficient to provide for bare neronel- 
ties. On appeal to the government, 
it was stated in reply that these 
amounts were all they could afford. 
On the oytbreag of war, however ths 
financing of the equipment ang matin 
tenance of large bodies of trobps was 
immediately arranged without delay.

That is certainly plain, both in 
its meaning ahd its implications. 
The Government has pre-empted 
the pockets of the wage-earners 
and salary-drawers of the cities, 
intends to exploit these recept- 
acles for funds to what extent it 
pleases, and will countenance no 
proposal to share the spoils with 
the civic administrations. These 
may get revenue by some other 
means or they may do without it. 
So far as taxing incomes is con- 
cerned they are out of the run- 
ning. The Government has the 
power of decision and has decid- 
ed that it has first and sole claim 
on the incomes of city dwellers. 

The cities, of course, have to 
get revenue, from some source and 
by some method. Where and how 
the-Government doesn’t particul. 
arly care. That was also made 
abundantly plain. Edmonton was 
told that it could collect a service 
tax again this year if it wanted 
to; which was about equivalent 
to telling the city council that it 
is entirely at liberty to commit 
suicide if it feels so disposed. If 
that is not satisfactory, the At- 
torney General says, all council 
has to do is to ‘‘add a few more 
mills’’ to the tax rate on property. 
That, it appears, ends the matter 
so far as the interest of the Gov- 
ernment extends. That the ad- 
ded mills will have to be paid by 
somebody is a circumstance in 
which the Attorney General is not 
personally nor politically interest- 
ed. That the increase of the tax 
rate will tend to prevent city 
property from recovering its value, 
will prolong and complicate the 
difficulties of civic financing, and 
will hold back the city from get- 
ting again into the position to 
make progress, are not seemingly 
matters which concern the present 
custodians of Provincial credit. 
The Government was not elected 
to interest itself actively in help- 
ing the cities to pull through, and 
it is not doing any work of super- 
erogation in that direction. 

The claim advanced for the re- 
fusal of Edmonton's application 
is that the finances of the Prov- 
ince make a Provincial income tax 
necessary. That, emphatically, is 
not the case. The existing means 
of raising Provincial revenue 
were sufficient in the past. They

These experiments inoeluded not 
jonly tests to determine the best varte- 
jties for northwestern Saskatchewan 
conditions but dn addition tests were 
|made to determine the best sized sets, 
the value of sprouting before planting, 
the distances apart to plant the gets, 
the amount of cultivation required, the 
necessity of hilling up, the value of 
the straw mulch and the cost of pro- 
ducing potatoes, 

In the test of varieties thirty in all 
were on the planting list during the 
vear. Many of these will be dropped 
because of laok of yield or because of 
inferior quality. Of the white cropping 
sorts Wee MacGregor, Gold Coin, Car- 
man No. 1, appear to be three of the 
; most promising sorts. Of the red sorts, 
Barly Northern and Rochester Rose 
have yleided the best. Irish Cobbier Is 
eleventh on the list from  noint 
yield, but {s a white sort, comparative- 
ly early, and a good keeper. The strain 
of Farly Ohio grown at Seott has 
never done well, although one of the 
best keepers of the red varieties and 
very early. 

Early Planting. 

The experiments in dates of plant- 
ing show an early variety of potatoes 
on May 165th to give an average in- 
crease of 79 bushels per acre 
planting on May 29th. Planting a later 
maturing variety on May &th gave an 
average increase of 73 bushels per 
acre over planting on May 298th. 

Cutting sets to have 3-eyes in each 
piece resulted in an increase of four 
bushels pere acre for one variety and 
sixteen bushels for another over plant- 
ing whole medium sized potatoes, in 
addition there were lees smal! potatoes 
from the sets with three eyes, A com- 
parison of sets with one, two and 
three eyes in each plece shows a rapid 
decreane in yield with the decrease in 
size of sets,—-the average yield per 
acre running 228, 208 and 179 bushels 
per acre for sets with three, two and 
one eye respectively. 

Growing short green sprouts on the 
seed end of the tubers before planting 
increased the crop yield of an early 
maturing variety by 57 bushels per 
acre and 66 bushels per acre for a 
later maturing sort. 
| The experiment to compare having 
ithe rows 30 and 36 inches apart and 


|the sets 12 and 14 inches did not show 


leate that taking into consideration the 


additional seed requirements of the 
jcloser planting, which would amount 
to about six hushel# per acre, there 
j}appeared to be no advantage in plant- 
ling closer than 36 by 14 inches, 

In cultivating the crop no advantage 
was found In cultivating land com- 
paratively free from weeds more than 
three times. 

Hilling Best. 

Hilling potatoes has proven profit- 
able although in the three driest sum- 
mers level cultivation proved the 
best. The average increase for hiliing
